MRS. PANKHURST 


Throng Cheers Explanation of 
Laws Against Which Deter- 
mined Militants Revolt. 


— 


APPEASES CHICAGO HEADS 


Introduced by Both Lieut. Gov. O'Hara 
and Mrs. Harriette Taylor 
Treadwell. 


REPLIES EAGERLY TO QUESTIONS 


Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst spoke to a house 
practically filled yesterday at the Auditorium 
theater, when she gave her long expected lec- 
ture on White Slavery and Militanéy.” 

When she had finished speaking, the audi- 
ence did not get up and leave. Instead, it 
began sending up slips of paper bearing 
questions. Many questions showed a dis- 
tinct favor of anti-militancy. Mre. Pank 
huret answered every question in a manner 
that brought applause, even if it may not 
have convinced the questioner. 

Occasionally she upbraided a questioner. 
One person asked if it was not true that the 
use of violence always is degrading and det- 
rimental to the cause for which it is used. 


Refers to D. A. R. 

“ What a question to ask in America,” re- 
plied Mrs. Pankhurst with feeling. “ You 
with your Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution who pride themselves on their an- 
cestors; you with your revolutionary heroes. 
The agitation in England has not had a de- 
grading influence on the women involved. 
It has made them more selftrespecting, ‘more 
thoughtful. more respecting others, more 
intelligent, more interested in the welfare of 
humanity.” 

Mrs. Pankharet’s said the Eingliah militants 
held victory in the hollow of their hand. A 
needed for the enfranchisement of women, 
she asserted, is the courage to go on doing 
exactly as they have done. 

Militancy was caused, she said, by white 
slavery, by improper legisiation for the pro- 
tection of women and children, by discrimi- 
nation against women in creating laws, and 
in enforcing them; and by the press of Eng- 
land, particularly the string of papers con- 
trolled by Lord Lord: liffe. which refused to 
print anything about the suffrageta, but their 
militant acts. 


Given Double Introduction, 

An echo of the trouble with the Pankhurst 
advance management was noticeable in the 
double introduction of the English woman. 
She was presented by Lieut. Gov. Barratt 
O’Hara, whom before coming to Chicago she 
had asked to introduce her, and afterward 
by Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadwell, chair- 
man of the Pankhurst lecture committee, 
whom the women of the committee wanted to 
do the introducing. 

Mrs. Treadwell presided and first intro- 
duced Mr. O'Hara, who introduced Mrs. 
Pankhurst, leaving an opportunity for Mrs. 
Treadwell to come in again for a part in the 
introduction. Mrs. Pankhurst acknowledged 
the introduction to both Mr. O'Hara and Mrs. 
Treadwell. Mrs. Treadwell did not carry 
out her resolve to go to the uppermost gal- 
lery. She sat on the stage. 

But the other women scheduled for places 
on the stage—before they found the price 
of seats, contrary to their agreements, had 
been placed at $1.50—stuck by their decision 
not to sit on the stage. They didn’t go 80 
far as to sit in the 25 cent gallery, however, 
as there were not a half dozen women in 
that placé. The stage seats were occupied 
‘by women and men not active in suffrage 
work.

Among the questions sent up to net were 
the following: 

Do you believe in horsewhipping As- 
quith? 

Dc you think the punishment of crimes 
against women and children is different 
in England than in Chicago? 

Was not human life endangered when 
Mise Emily Davidson threw herself 
against a horse at the English Derby? 

De you think the sacrifice of her life 
helped the cause? 

Is it ever right to do evil to accomplish 
good? 

To the last query Mrs. Pankhurst replied 
No.“ To the others her reply generady 
was Tes.“ 

Mrs. Pankhurst answered all the questions 
eagerly and anxiously. 


Cites English Laws. 

In speaking of the white slave question 
Mrs. Pankhurst said Chicago had done much 
in breaking down the conspiracy of si- 
lence against venereal disease and other 
factors in the social evil. She commended 
particularly the report of the vice commis- 
sion and said it had been read over the en- 
tire world and was responsible for the creat+ 
ing of numerous similar commissions. 

“In England,” said Mrs, Pankhurst, “a 
girl is marriageable at the age of 12 years. 
You can think what that means if a vicious 
man wants to marry a young child and lead 
her into a life of vice. The age of consent is 
AS years and the women of England have 
worked for generations to get it that high. 
But if a man on trial satisfies a jury that he 
thought the girl was 16 he goes free~an inno- 
cent man in the yes of the law. 


Divorce in England. 

„ We have the most infamous divorce law 
in the world, and parilament is content to 
leave it there. If a man has an unfaithful 
wife he can divorce her; but if a woman has 
an unfaithful husband, she must prove ex- 


secure a divorce. 

That's why women are impatient; why 
they won't walt to secure the vote.

ILLINOIS LEADS ALL STATES 
IN MANUFACTURE OF GLUCOSE. 


Value of Product Increases 50 Per 
Cent in Last Five Years and Output 
Is Fqur Times Greater. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special.—Illi- 
nois leads all states in the manufacture of 
glucose, according to a report on the glucose 
and starch industries soon to be published 
by the census bureau. Iowa ranks second, 
New Jersey third, and Indiana fourth. 

The value of the glucose product has in- 
creased 40.5 per cent in the last five years, 
and while the report sHows that there now 
are fewer concerns manufacturing it than in 
1878, the total output is more than four times 
as great. 

The total value of glucose, including glu- 
cose sirups, was $17,922,514. The increase in 
five years was $5,569,898.

COUNTY EXPENSES 
REDUCED $243,000 


Tax Anticipation Warrants to 
Be That Amount Under Last 
Year’s Demand. 


BLAME ON LEGISLATURE. 


Peter Bartzen Administration 
Also Accused of Spend- 
ing Too Much. 


Economy practiced by county departments 
under the administration of President A. A. 
McCormick of the county board has resulted 
in a reduction of the tax anticipation war- 
rants issued this year. The decrease under 
the figures of a year ago, when Peter Bartzen 
was in command, is $243,000. 

The reduction may be greater at the end of 
the fiscal year, considering that the Bartzen 
régime handed the McCormick administra- 
tion what might be termed an overdraft of 
$1,800,000. 

Since 1904 Cook county has been forced 
to borrow each year on the taxes of the 
coming year. This is caused largely, it is 
declared, by the apparent recklessness of the 
legislature in saddling additional expenses 
on the county without providing means of 
increasing the revenue. 


Aided in 1905 by Amendment. 

„In 1005,“ Deputy Controller Frank Ryan 
said in a recent report to the board, some 
relief was secured by an amendment to the 
revenue law. 

However, there were from time to time 
additional burdens. 

‘These burdens Included payment of pro- 
bation officers, the annual publication of the 
assessment of real and personal property, the 
new Municipal court act, the increase in jur- 
ors’ fees from $2 to $3, the addition of six 
new judges to the Circuit court, the parenta’ 
pension law, and industrial schools.” 


Industrial Schools’ Expense, 

The industrial schools have been one of 
the big burdens of the present administra- 
tion because of action of the legislature in 
increasing the cost of maintaining a child 
from $10 to $15 a month.

New Zealand W. C. T. U. Dele- 


. gate Tells of Handicaps — 
in Her Country. 


SAME: IN’ UNITED 3 


Takes Issue with Lord North- 
cliffe, Who Said Women of 
Island Do Not Vote. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Anderson Hughes Drew, a delegate from 
New Zealand to the international congress of 
the W. C. T. U., today declared that the liquor 
interests of this country are the strongest 
foes suffragists will have to overcome in their 
efforts to get the ballot. 

Mre. Drew declares that conditions in the 
United States now are similar to what they 
were in New Zealand before suffrage was 
won there. 

The strongest, most cunning, most per- 
sistent, and most subtle efforts to maliciously 
influence the public mind against the work 
of women in all departments of life are eng!- 
meered through the press agency bureaus 
maintained by the liquor and brewing inter- 
ests,’ she said. ‘‘ It was so in our effort for 
woman suffrage in New Zealand twenty years 
ago, and is manifest everywhere throughout 
this country today. 


Sees Temperance Foes’ Work. 

1 am told by those who have been close 
to the fight for temperance in this country 
that the newspapers of the country were 
deluged at one time with alleged news items 
attacking insidiously the Works limited 
Mense law, which is now in operation in 
the District of Columbia, and that these news 
items were issued by a group of press agents 
now norotiously the vehicle used to dis- 
seminate the most absurd and improbable 
attacks against the woman’s movement. The 
temperance workers have good reason to 
know these men. ‘ 


New, Zealand Suffrage a Success, 

* Woman suffrage has been and is success- 
ful in my country. Any one proposing that 
the franchise be withdrawn from our women 
now notoriously the vetiicle uséd to dis- 
attentions of an alienist. Nothing but good 
has resulted. 

“To mention one definite proof, our in- 

- fant mortality is smaller proportionately than 
in any other country in the world, and has 
been steadily decreasing for several years. 

Now there is most certainly a connection 
between women and children, and if fewer 
children die in New Zealand in proportion to 
the population than in any other country, 
it proves that our women are taking better 
care of the children year by year. They 
could not care for them so successfully with- 
out the added power conferred by. an in- 
telligent use of the ballot. 


Contradicts Lord Northcliffe, 

“Only recently, while in this country, Lord 
Northcliffe asserted that the women of. my 
country actually did not vote, that they did 
not care to. 

“That is unqualifiedly false. On the peti- 
tion that won the franchise for the women of 
New Zealand twenty years ago, there were 
only 30,000 names, men and women. Yet at 
the election immediately following, the wom- 
an vote cast exceeded, 115,000, | 

“In our last elections two years ago over. 
87 per cent of the women entitled to vote cast 
their ballots. The total woman vote was only 
2 per cent less than the total male vote. 

These are facts. Any one can verify them 
by a glance at our public official records. It 
is strange that Lord Northcliffe should be 
ignorant of these things, or willing to make a 
statement so widely at variance with the 
truth.”

(Continued from first page.) 


the jury recommended clemency, because 
my acts had been committed with political 
motives. I was sentenced to nine months. 
At the same time, in an adjacent court, a 
policeman was convicted of mistreating a 
small baby girl “and of morally corrupting a 
boy of 5. 

He was sent to prison for exactly the same 
term, and his sentence was reduced to six 
months for good behavior. Then he came out 
of prison, diseased in body and mind, to con- 
tinue his criminalactions. I sometimes think 
it would be a good thing if newspapers printed 
less of the personal affairs of inconspicuous 
persons and more accounts of such inade- 
quate sentences. 


Tells of Story to Jury. 

When I was in the dock at my last trial 
for conspiracy I tried to make the jury un- 
derstand the cause of our agitation. I told 
them of a case which came before my atten- 
tion when I was a young married woman. A 
judge had spent the day at one of the quar- 
terly assizes, hearing cases of all kinds. 
There were crimes against women and chil- 
dren brought before him and he paseed judg- 
ment. 

That night the judge disappeared. It was 
found he had died in the early hours of the 
next morning in a house of Ul fame. The 
judge trying me knew what I was going to 
say, and tried to stop me. But I got it out. 
He said it was a breach of public decorum, 
and would not go well with me. I knew it 
wouldn't. The judge sentenced me to three 
years of penal servitude, a year more than 
the maximum for a man who ruinga young 
girl. 

That was last April.“ 

The audience applauded. 

Our actions are going to force the British 
government to give us a vote,” continued 
Mrs. Pankhurst. “‘ We are placing them in 
an embarrassing position before the world. 
They don’t want the world to know that they 
have brought torture back into the twentieth 
cenury for the purpose of punishing women 
revolutionists. 

We have had to fight the boycott of the 
press and of politicians. Every door was 
shut to us. These things forced militancy. 
I'd like to say to Lord Northcliffe, if he 
would publish it in his papers, that he is 
wrong when he says Englishmen never will 
consent to grant us the vote because there 
are more women than men. They can’t 
‘withhold it from us. How did men get it? 
They took it. 


Defies Prison Torture. 

They respect us now as they never have 
before. The fight is not with the men of 
the country. It is with the politicians. They 
will not yield until they are compelled. We 
shall compel them. They cannot keep us in 
prison unless they torture us, and they can- 
not keep us then, because they dare not kill 
us. We are teaching men that women can 
revelt. We can never, never, never be 
broken down. 

“In the prisons they put food before us 
much superior to the regular prison fare. 
We won't touch it. They thought they 
couldn't let the women die, so they devised 
the ‘cat and mouse’ law. They let women 
get to the very door of death, then let them 
out until they have recovered enough to 
leave their homes. Women have been taken 
back six, seven, arid eight times, but they 
never touch the food.“ 

Mrs, Pankhurst made a plea for money,

means to deplete their finances. 

“I have the same right as the oppressed 
of every nation,“ said Mrs. Pankhurst, “to 
come here and ask for aid. I make no apol-

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NATIONAL COUNCIL 
FORMED BY JEWS 


Representatives of Various 
Masculine Organizations 
Inaugurate Body. 


CHICAGOAN IN THE CHAIR. 
— —¾ 

New York, Nov. 2.— [Special. I Represent- 
atives of Young Men's Hebrew associations 
and allied organizations from most of the 
states in the union met at the Young Men's 
Hebrew association building today and 
formed a national council. 

The new organization is to act as a clearing 
housg for Jewish ideas throughout the coun- 
try, and is modeled on the lines of the coun- 
ells of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion. Its purpose is to provide a board of 
experts to give practical and tested advice 
to the various Jewish organizations. 

A special committee of ten representative 
workers crystallized the scheme and has 
secured a subsidy of $12,000 a year for five 
years. At the end of this time it is expected 
the data prepared and the results achieved 


| will justify the board in appealing to Jewish 


philanthropy for a large permanent endow- 
ment to carry on the work on a larger scale. 


Judge Mack Presides. 

There were 150 delegates representing about 
eighty organizations present at today’s con- 
vention. Judge J. W. Mack of Chicago pre- 
sided. 

Judge Mack opened the morning session 
with an address, explaining the need of the 
standardization of Jewish social and religious 
work, and pointed out the advantages of hav- 
ing a clearing house of national sccpe, which, 
as one of its activities, could enable tray- 
eling members to find friends. 

Then I. E. Goldwasser, who organized the 
temporary committee of ten, explained in de- 
tail the purpose of the new organization. One 
of the troubles with Jewish social work, he 
pointed out, was lack of codperation. This 
could be avoided if the societies could have 
had a central body to refer their plans to 
and get expert advice from. 


Will Seek Contingent Fund, 

He made it clear that the purpose of the 
foundation, at least during its first five years, 
was not to furnish financial aid to any other 
society. It was the hope of the organizers, he 
said, to be able, in the course of time, to get 
together a contingent fund for this purpose.

STRIKERS AND SYMPATHIZERS 
STOP CARS IN INDIANAPOLIS. 


Barns Housing Strikebreakers Are 
Stormed and One Man Is Killed 
During Riot. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 2—The Indian- 
apolis Traction and Terminal company 
whose men went on strike Friday night, at- 
tempted to run its cars today, but gave up 
when notified by Superintendent of Police 
Hyland that the police would be unable to 
prevent bloodshed unless the cars were with- 
drawn.

Joseph Johnson, a striking motorman was 
wounded by a policeman, who thot into the 
crowd that surged around the first car to be 
sent out. 

Gov. Ralston in a statement tonight again 
charged that the city authorities are not do- 
ing their duty in failing to provide police 
protection. He refused a request for state 


militia.

An outcome of the same activity may be 
the investigation of the acts of James A. 
Hennessy at Sing Sing prison by the grand 
jury of Westchester county. 
William N. Amory and Charles H. Unver- 
sagt will stand on the same footing with Mr. 
Hennessy before the Westchester grand 
jury, and any action that may be taken in his 
case is to be expected in theirs. 
The charge against William Sulzer wil] be 
based on his effort to induce Duncan W. Peck 
to testify falsely before the Frawley com- 
mittee, as Mr. Peck said when hé appeared 
as a witness at the impeachment trial. 
If the Albany county grand jury indicts 
Sulzer his disqualification as a member of the 
new assembly is’‘assured. Under the consti- 
tution the members of the assembly are the 
final judges in questions involving the right 
of an elected member to ait. It is scarcely to 
be supposed that the new assembly, however 
pro-Sulzer its complexion may be, would ac- 
cept his orédentials if he is indicted on so 
serious a charge. 


Sought Evidence of Sulzer.

After a few seconds of 
silence she continued, I am a disconsolate 
widow. I have a child in heaven.“

They eecorted her to the church door. She 
still called.

“The principal defendant is a corporation 
created in 1902 for the sole purpose of taking 
over the interstate business of five com- 
panies engaged in selling harvesting impie- 
ments, therefore competing, and together 
controlling 85 to 90 per cent of the total har- 
vesting business in the United States, the 
vendors receiving in exchange for their prop- 
erties all the stock in the new company (ex- 
cept an insignificant per cent subscribed for 
by the bankers) and no other consideration. 


Sees Suppression of Competition. 

The direct, necessary, and immediate ef- 
fect of its incorporation and immediate ac- 
quisitions was an undue suppression of com- 
petition resulting in restraint of trade and 
monopoly. : N 

“The organization of the International 
Harvester company in 1902 has been followed 
since that time by a course of conduct on the 
part of defendants clearly demonstrating 
an intent not only to perpetuate their monop- 
oly of the harvesting business, but also to
